THAT CRYPTIC LEAGUE PLANK. 


Like the peace covenant of the Versailles treaty, 
in the view of the Senate anti-Wilson cabal, the Re- 
publican platform needs reservations and interpreta- 
tions to clarify it. It needs specific definitions of 
its meaning to prepare it for American consumption. 

Herbert Hoover, after dining and conferring with 


sees visions of a perfect combination of conservatism 
and progressivism, independence and regularity. He 
says ‘nothing prevents the compromise planks on 
labor, the League, etc., from being given forward- 
looking interpretation.” 

That depends on the man or the group of men who 
interpret them. Who will supply the interpretation 
thereof? Since Mr. Hoover has been violently for the 
League of Nations, but is willing to accept reserva- 
tions, we may put him down as interpreting the 


chants of the world. 
Senator Harding, swallows the whole concoction and 


League plank as meaning ratification of the Versailles 
treaty, with reasonable reservations. | 

Former President Taft, who was in the beginning | 
with President Wilson heart and soul for the original | 
treaty and has shifted to every phase of reservation- 
ists, indorses the platform and the candidates. Evi- 
dently he sees some form of ratification in the plank. 

On the other hand, all the bitter-enders, from Borah 
and Johnson, who fought for the plank and claimed 
it as a triumph for the Battalion of Death, to Smoot, 
Brandegee and McCormick, who will have none of 
the treaty in any form, declare that it means the re- 
jection of all the handiwork of the Versailles confer- 


Naturally, we should look to Senator Harding, as 
the head of the ticket, to tell us what the platform 
on ‘which he stands means, but his first utterances are 
profoundly mystifying and disappointing. Replying 
to President Wilson’s statement that the Republican 
platform offered opportunity for a referendum on the 
League of Nations, Senator Harding said: “I am sure 
the Republican party will gladly welcome a refer- 
endum on the question of the foreign relations of 
this republic, and the Republican attitude of Pre- 
served Nationality will be overwhelmingly indorsed.” 

We grasp the general sense of “preserved national- 
ity,” but its bearing on and relation to the question 
of the ratification or rejection of the peace treaty is 
as clear as the influence of the theory of relativity 
on next year’s hay crop. 

If Senator Harding cannot or will not do better than 
give an interpretation that is as cryptic as the plank 
itself, we shall have to look to his spokesmen for 
something better. 

Perhaps Chairman Will Hays, the great reconciler 
of discordant factions and opinions, will tell us what 
it means and how all Republican elements, no mat- 
ter how widely they differ, can agree on it, or, if 
he is unequal to the task, Mr. Root and Col. George 
Harvey, who concocted the kaleidoscopic phraseology : 
of the declaration, may concoct a solution. 

One thing is sure, we cannot have a referendum 
without a clearly defined issue. We must know what 
we are voting for. It is up to Candidate Harding or 
his political mentors to tell us where the Republican 
party stands.

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OKLAHOMA'S COTTON PROJECT. 


The necessity of shortening the distance between 
the producer and consumer is recognized as one of 
the vital requirements of the times. An awkward, 
cumbersome distributing system, with more than a 
suggestion of parasitism in its labored functioning, 
must be simplified before there can be anything like 
a real solution of the problem of living costs. A 
plan to eliminate the superfluous middleman, which 
is attracting a good deal of attention, is under dis- 
cussion by the cotton farmers of Oklahoma. 

The proposition is to organize the Oklahoma Cotton 
Growers’ Association. This association is to be a 
great co-operative selling agency which will enable 
the grower of cotton to have some say as to the 
price of his product. The first purpose of the asso- 
ciation, of course, {s to benefit the cotton farmer. 
Yet by selling direct to the spinner, and thereby 
eliminating the various commission houses and specu- 
lators, it is held that the doubly happy result may 
be obtained of simultaneously increasing the price 
to the producer and reducing the price to the con- 
sumer. 

The scheme of organization is regional. The cotton 
growing area of Oklahoma is to be divided into 10 
districts. The farmers of each district elect one of 
their number to represent them on the board of di- 
rectors which manages the entire business of the 
association. Besides these 10 district or regional 

members there’ will be another member of the board, 
appointed by the president of the Oklahoma State 
Board of Agriculture. This eleventh member will be, 
so to speak, a representative of the public. He will 
be familiar with every detail of the association's 
business, and wherever a policy is advocated or 
adopted which, in his judgment, {is inimical to the 
public welfare, he can so report to the head of the 
State Board of Agriculture, who is an elective offi- 
cial. 

To be successful it is frankly acknowledged that 
the support of a considerable proportion of the cot-

Petition Filed by Vincent 
Kerens, Asking Control of | 
His One-Third Interest in 
Estate, Is Denied. = 


The State Supreme Court yester- | 
Gay upheld a decision of the St. 
Louls Circuit Court that Vincent | 
Kerens should not be permitted to 
have control of his inheritance of | 
one-third of tht estate of his father, 
Richard C. Kerens, former Ambas- 
gador to Austria, who died in 1916. | 

Kerens, while serving in France) 
as a Lieutenant in the United States 
aviation service, filed a petition ask- 
ing that the Court set aside a pro- 
vision in his father’s will which put 
his share of the estate in trust with 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., leav- 
ing him only the right to draw the 
income from it. 

Will States Conditions. 

The will made his ultimate posses- 
gion of the estate contingent on his 
sobriety and good behavior. 

Vincent Kerens’ share of his 
father's estate has been variously es- | 
timated as worth $540.000 to $1,000,- 
000. He has been drawtng only the 
income, amounting to about $30,000 
a year. 

The Circuit Court, in the decision 
now affirmed, sustained a clause in 
the will which provided that the St. 
Louis Trust Co. could dissolve the 
trust if at any time Kerens should 
be able to show to the trust com-. 
pany’s satisfaction that he had beeu 
confpuously sober and that his con- 
duct had been continuously good “or | 
five consecutive vears. | 

It was held that this provision in 
the will was not indefinite and that 
the trust company was qualified 9) 
pass on Kerens’ performance of the | 
conditions. 

Pledge Is Exhibited. 

A pledge of sobriety signed by | 
Kerens was offered in evidence at the | 
Circuit Court hearing. While the suit, 
was pending Kerens’ wife told how. 
her husband had taken a private | 
course of instruction at his own ex: | 
pense to fit himself to enter the avia- | 
tion service. 

R. C. Kerens, in his’ will, be-| 
queathed to Vincent’s daughter, 
Janavice, now 18 years old, property |,

That great decline was 
oe primary cause, first of the se- 
ceasion of the ‘silver Republicans’ 
from that party's national convention 
of 1896 and next of Mr. Bryan's cap- 
ture of the Democratic nomination in 
the same year.

LONDON WAITS ON 
MONETARY AND 
TAXATION PLANS 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York Evening Post. : 

LONDON, June 19.—To understand 
the situation here it is important that 
you in America should thoroughly 
recognize our controversy over tax- 
ation and monetary policy, because 
immediate financial developments 
here and possibly elsewhere in Bu- 
rope depend upon the outcomé, Mc- 
Kenna and other bankeérg ar@ now 
aiding the attack upon Government 
extravagance, and up to that point 
agreement and approval are general. 

The bankers, however, are also 
tilting against the scalé of taxatian 
and aiso against the “dearer money” 
policy. On these questions it must 
be said that even the soundest opin- 
ions differ. Concerning, taxation jt 
is believed, however, in’ the best 


by. dearer money, the fact remains 
that they had previously aided specu- 
lative operations with funds needed 
by. trade. 

Briefly, the bankers desire easier 
monetary conditions which would en- 
able them to liquidate their holdings 
of war stocks and more easily to 
satisfy the demands of borrowers.

These all indicate considerable im- 
provement in the condition of the 
winter crop compared with the offi- 
cial figures at the beginning of the 
month and a much brighter outlook 
for spring wheat than a year agos 
The trouble with the corn crop is 
that it was late in getting started. 
This makes it.liable to injury from 
frodt later in the season. But other- 
wise the corn prospect is good. There 
is a smaller acreage, but a higher 
condition than at his time in 1919. 
The extremely poor status of the 
cotton harvest has to be recognized, 
but, taking the agricultural outlook 
generally and considering the large 
carry-over of wheat and corn from 
last year’s crops, it appears to bo 
well up to the average. With this 
assurance and with the extremely 
high price level the chances favor 
another very prosperous season on 
the farms, and this is the main con- 
sideration from ‘the standpoint of 
business men and from the stand- 
point of Wall Street. 

The success of the efforts made to

Stock Market Trend. 


The stock market, particularly to- 
ward the end of the week, commenced 
to make some response to those fa- 
voring developments. It has been 
feeling its way slowly as it always 
does at this time of vyvear, but the 
drift {is unmistakably upward and it 
has been pronounced in the case of 
individual groups of stocks which 
have the prospect of good earnings 
for the next six months or year and 
which are not confronted with the 
necessity of adjusting themselves to 
active conditions in business that are 
present in certain lines. Among these 
are the better grade of oil stocks, the 
equipments, the sugars, the alcohol 
shares and tobacco. Naturally the 
market for the rails is awaiting the 
decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission ag to the amount of rate 
increase which it will grant after 
hearings have been completed.

They shake 
their clothes at a safe distance, and 
when the bull, finding himself, 
rushes at one of them, they all sprint 
for safety—if they can’t gain the 
shelters they clear the barricade 
with magnificent agility. 

These bull fighters are fine speci- 
mens of men, their every movement 
is graceful, and their nimbleness of 
foot is their strong card. 

At this time the bull is fresh, and 
they give him a wide berth, but when 
he has charged viciously a few times 
across the ring he begins to feel the 
strain. 

Wearing the Animal Out. 

Then begins some very pretty play 

with the matadors, who venture into 
the ring, and shaking their cloths, 
jump gracefully aside when he 
charges the cloth. All the time the 
bull is getting winded, but not the 
matadors, for when one matador has 
had a bout with him another takes 
him on, and the ill-fated animal is 
beguiled from one to the other—all 
the time wasting his strength vainly 
on the red cloths, and of course los- 
ing his temper sadly over the baf- 
fled efforts to get even with his tor- 
mentors. 
When this process has gone on for 
some time a horn is blown, meaning 
that the next stage of the fight— 
s0 called—is to begin. Three pica- 
dores have entered the ring, mount- 
ed on wretched screws of horses. 

The picadores are heavily padded 
all over and wear steel leg coverings, 
each with a pole about 10 feet long 
with a barb on the end. It isn’t a 
spearhead, which would make a 
clean wound. ; 

The horses are blindfolded, but 
when they wind the bull they stop 
dead. One imagines the picador 
cantering around the ring on fiery 
steeds, alternately chasing and evad- 
ing the bull, showing skill in horse- 
manship as well as daring. Nothing 
of the kind. There is no cantering, 
for these horses’ cantering days are 
over. Instead of that they are lit- 
erally dragged to the slaughter with 
revolting inhumanity. 

When the bull is brought to a 
stand in a convenient position one of 
the horses is hauled forward by a 
ringman and the shivering animal, 
paralyzed with terror, has to be 
prodded and shoved on as well. 

The bull seems fascinated by the 
horse; he stands at gaze and, re- 
markably enough, he is not attract- 
ed even by the red coat of the man 


horse toward him—his whole atten- 
tion is on the horse. 
Bull Tosses Horse. 

The picador has his barbed pole 
ready and when the horse fs dragged 
near enough to the bull he prods him 
with it in the shoulder. The bull 
then charges, buries his horns in the 
horse’s stomach, hurls him over and 
the picador is thrown to the ground. 

The bull’s idea is to toss the horse 
and his rider, which would be very 
bad for the latter, but of course the 
weight of both combined is more 
than he can handle, especially after 
his bootless rushing around the ring, 
so they simply fall to the ground. 

The picador is quickly extricated 
from the horse, the bul’s whole mind 
meantime being on the horse, which 
is lying a gory mass in front of him, 
80 that the picador runs no risk of 
being gored. 

When the bull withdraws his 
horns, dripping with blood, from the 
horse’s body he is distracted by the

The espada who kills his bull 
cleanly gets an ovation, while the 
bungler is jeered. The espada who 
dispatched his bull in one thrust had 
to trot around the ring, hat in hand, 
bowing acknowledgment to the en- 
thusiasm of the audience, some of 
whom threw him their caps, their 
cigarette cases and offered other 
more or less valuable testimony of 
their admiration. 

The body of the bull is hauled out 
of the ring by six gayly caparisoned 
mules at a gallop, those of the horses 
follow, ringmen with baskets of sand

bull never has a chance—he may 
fight’ iike a tiger, but he is always 
killed in the end, whereas the men 
come off scot-free except in very 
rare cases. The miserable horses 
are subjected to the vilest barbarity, 
apparently the interest of mere 
bloodshedding. If the horses were 
eliminated the display would be less 
horrid, but it could never be called 
sport in any circumstances. 

The bull-fighting in vogue since 
the eighteenth century really repre- 
sents a degraded form of the orig- 
inal method, when it was conducted 
by amateurs cn horseback, wh») 
killed the bull with their lances—a 
very risky business. 

But bull-fighting since- then has 
become professionalized, and has de- 
teriorated to the inhuman display of 
today. 

Each espada provides his own cu- 
adrill (company) of matadors, pica- 
dores and banderilleros, and while 
one lot are performing the others 
make a brilliant show standing be- 
hind the barricade in the passage 
that runs around in front of the first 
tier of seats. There are usually three 
espadas at each fight, each account- 
ing for two bulls in the course of the 
afternoon.

Kalpaschnikoff tells of his arrest 
and five months’ imprisonment in 
the historic fortress of St. Peter and 
St. Paul. He relates that, after he 
obtained a degree of freedom inside 
the fortress, he met a Col. Komutov, 
who said to him, “You are the one 
Raymond Robins had arrested by 
the Bolsheviki, and you are not the 
only one who was arrested at his 
request.” Col. Khomutov then ad- 
vised him to talk . with another 
prisoner, Nicholas Lanskoy. 


Lanskoy proved to be an anti-Bol- 
shevik worker, who had been send- 
ing officers to the south to fight 
against the Bolsheviki. “He told me 
that the Bolshevist agents had been 
unable to lay hands on him until he 
came in contact with Col. Robins. 
Lanskoy said he gave to Col, Robins 
the address of several of his friends 
who secretly belonged to the anti- 
Bolshevik organization, but who 
were all officially on good terms with 
the Bolshevist Government, and 
there was no reason why they should 
be arrested or raided; yet that same 


list of those he had given—and he 
and his assistants were arrested. 
Later several’ of these men were 
shot. Certainly it was a very strange 
coincidence.”’ 


Ambassador Francis, in the pref- 
ace of the book, tells of the prelimi 

nary negotiations about the ambu- 
lances for Rumania, and then says: 
“On the morning of Dec. 20, 1917, 
Kalpaschnikoff told me he had load- 
ed his automobiles on a special train, 
and had a permit from the Soviet 
through to Jassy.

Robins, who was persona grata with 
the Soviet Government, promised me 
to do so. He returned to the embas- 
sy and informed me that Trotsky} 
had unearthed a plot showing Kal- 


din, who was commanding the forces 
in South Russia opposed to the So- 
viet Government. 

“Trotsky, in a speech, read an ex- 
act copy of the paraphrase of the 
telegram from Col. Anderson, of 
which I had given Kalpaschnikoff a 
copy, and also my letter commend- 
ing Kalaschnikoff. He claimed these 
to be evidence that the American 
Ambassador was organizing a move- 
ment for the overthrow of the So- 
viet Government. He concluded this 
speech by saying, ‘At last the Amer- 
ican Ambassador must break his gol- 
den silence. In fact, he is not an 
Ambassador, but an adventurer, and 
the heavy hand of the revolution 
must deal with him.’ 

Robins Was Recalled. 

“Before leaving Petrograd, more 
than two months later, I requested 
Robins time and again to secure the) 
release of Kalpaschnikoff, and his 
invariable reply was that he was do- 
ing all he could to effeot his release 
Robins was recalled about May 15. 
‘In the following June I visited 
Petrograd and Kalpaschnikoff, who 
had been released, called on me. . I 
recalled the telegram sent in the 
diplomatic code in care of the Amer- 
ican Embassy, and told him that he 
should have destroyed his paraphrase 
of this telegram, because thé finding 
of it in his apartment not only was 
the cause of his arrest and imprison- 
ment, but had given me a great deal 
of trouble. Whereupon Kalpasch- 
nikoff said that, when he had re- 
turned to his apartment with his 
copy of Col. Anderson’s message, he 
had placed it in a secret compart- 
ment of- his desk, where he had 
found it since his release. I was 
astonished at this statement. If Kal- 
paschnikoff was not mistaken, Rob- 
ins .or one of his attaches must have 
given to Trotsky the verbatim copy 
which he read in his speech.” 

The telegram from.Col. Anderson 
to Kalpaschnikoff instructed that 
the ambulances be sent from Petro- 
grad to Fostov-on-Don. This was 
an unfortunate direction, for the rea- 
son that the Don region had become 
a center of anti-Bolshevik activity. 
Kalpaschnikoff says the order was 
probably given for the reason that 
Col. Anderson was not aware of the 
latest developments in the Russian 
situation. The attempt which Ka)- 
paschnikoff made was to take some 
of the cars to Jassy, Rumania. 

Ambassador Francis says he has 
made the most thorough inquiries as 
to Kalpaschnikoff, and is convinced 
that he is a patriot. “If he was con.

The recent appearance 
on the market in this State of 
chocolate covered cherries contain- 
ing sulphur dioxide has led Direc- 
tor James Foust of the bureau to 
issue orders to all his agents to 
round up and prosecute all dealers 
and manufacturers. handling’ the 
adulterated confectionery. 

“The majority of the manufac. 
turers of confectionery have an- 
nounced that they will use no sul- 
phur dioxide in confectionery gold in 
this State,”’ said Foust. “We intend 
to make the candy sold in thig State 
safe for little children as well as the 
adults. The acid is used to preserve 
the fruits. It is deleterious, evén in 
minute particles, to the human 
body.”

Set Boat Afire With Machine Gun | 


and Saw It Sink While Sol- 
diers Fought to Escape. 
By the Associated Press. 


WITH THE POLISH ARMY AT 
THE FRONT, May 18.—Confirma- 
tion of destruction of a Bolsheviki 


troop ship in the Dneiper River by 
an American aviator of the Kosciu- 
sacko Squadron during the Polish- 
Ukraine drive which resulted in the 
capture of Kiev was received re- 
cently by the Polish military authori- 
ties. The American credited with 
the feat accomplished it single- 
handed, and is Lieut. G. M. Craw- 
ford of Wilmington, Del., member 
of the squadron of American avia- 
tors for nearly a year. 

In the retreat across the Dneiper 
the Bolsheviki used river steam- 
boats at various places where 
bridges were not available. When 
the Polish chief of staff heard of 
this, word was sent to Maj. Cedric 
E. Fauntleroy of Chicago and Mc- 
Gehee, Ark., squadron commander, 
to stop the troop movement by boats 
Most of the other American aviators 
being out on flights, Lieut. Crawford 
was sent out alone. 

He loaded both his machine guns 
with incendiary ammunition of slow 
burning phosphorus. After a flight 
of nearly 100 kilometers he located 
one troop ship and attacked it, in 
the face of rifle fire. The American 
swept the ship’s decks with his ma- 
chine gun fire, many of Bolshevik! 
jumping overboard to escape, but 
the ship did not take fire as the 
aviator had planned. 

Again Lieut. Crawford attacked, 
the wings of his airplane being 
pierced by bullets as he dived and 
poured his ammunition into the 
decks. He saw the fire break out. 
Then, circling for altitude to re- 
turn to camp, the American watched 
the ship, enveloped in a mass ‘of 
flames, settle down Into the water 
while hundreds of soldiers fought 
for their lives. The ship  disap- 
peared soon afterward, according to 
reports.

Manufacturers Not to Be Allowed to 
Fix Retail Prices. 
Rv the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Warn- 
ing that agreements between manu- 
facturers and dealers which prevent 
dealers from reducing the selling 
prices of manufactured articles are 
unlawful, was sounded today by the 
Department of Justice as part of its 
campaign to lower the cost of living. 

Indictments recently were obtained 
against the Colgate Company, Attor- 
ner-General Palmer stated, charging 
criminal violations of the Sherman 
act for procuring agreements’' with 
dealers to adhere to ‘fixed resale 
prices. Absence of formal contracts 
will not avoid the provisions of the 
laws, according to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, as in the Colgate case. the 
agreements in some instances con- 
sisted in the exchange of letters or in 
conversations. 

*General reduction in prices is ex- 
pected by officials of the department 
as a result of the clear definition of 
the law as it is pointed out that many 
merchants have been unable to co- 
operate in the campaign to lower 
living costs because of the fixed 
prices on certain manufactured ar- 
ticles.

This crossing is, or was, 
until the sign was put, one of the favorite suicide 
spots of Japan. 

Suicide in Japan is as much a matter of fashion 
as is the color of the lady’s sash or the shape of a 
gentleman’s hat. A few years ago the favorite spot 
for a leap to death was the high portico of the beau- 
tiful Kiyomizu Temple in Kyoto. An unhappy student 
jumped over the edge of the beautiful Kegon Water- 
fall at Nikko, and it became necessary to set a po- 
lice guard to stop the hundreds who were following 
his example.

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lives. It was necessary to drain a large lake near 
Kobe a few. years ago because sO many persons 
drowned themselves there. 

Then Suma gained unenviable notoriety because of 
the suicides that took place there, many of the peo- 
ple who took their own lives being educated and well- 
to-do. In summer, the favorite method was by drown- 
ing in the bay. In cold weather, throwing one’s self 
in front of the train was popular—perhaps the shock 
of the cold water in the bay caused some to change 
their minds. 

Mrs. Jo came to the conclusion that if a little friend- 
ly sympathy and advice could be given, many of these 
people could be easily dissuaded from suicide. Last 
May she thought of the plan of setting up a sign- 
board at the point where the road down the beach 
crossed the railroad, to catch the eyes of the would-be 
suicides. An electric light above the sign makes it 
as conspicuous at night as in the day. 

The response to this sign has been remarkable. 
Many girls who had gone to Suma to take their lives, 
saw this board and went to the Welfare Association 
to tell their story and get help and advice. Others 
who saw the account of this board in the papers wrote 
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uicide in Far-Away Japan 


telling of their sorrows and of their longing for some- 
one to sympathize with them. , 


Among the principal causes given for contemplated 
suicide are: The immorality, laziness and intemper- 
ance of husbands or fathers’ family discord, chiefly 
with the mothers-in-law; vanity, selfishness and bad 
habits of the women themselves; loss of property, pov- 
erty, failure in business and loss of employment; run- 
away marriages; divorce and separation from chil- 
dren; bad health and melancholia. 


Altogether, in less than six months from the time 
that the signboard was erected, 10 would-be suicides 
were saved. 


Mrs. Jo became a Christian 25 years ago and for 
some time was the Bible woman in the Uwajima Meth- 
odist Church. She went to Kobe in 1912 and for some 
time was head of the Old People’s Home. Realizing 
the need of someone to whom girls and women in 
trouble could go,. she rented a small room and sent 
out circulars which were distributed by missionaries, 
the police and friends. In these she gave her address 
and said she stood ready to help women who were in 
trouble of any kind. 
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depth of water, the perpendicular ice barrier was evi- 
dently grounded, thus indicating ice of a thickness 
of about 1000 feet.” 

The first reports as. to discovery of land which 
proved to belong to the Antarctic continent, were made 
on Jan. 16, by Lieut. Ringgold of the Porpoise and 
Midshipmen Eld and Reynolds of the Peacock, the 
Statement of the latter running as follows: ‘The 
mountains could be distinctly seen stretching over 
the ice to the southwest.” 

But on Jan. 19, land was again seen, and so dis- 
tinctly and by so many different persons that this 
date stands as the official one of the discovery of the 
Antarctic Continent. Twice on that day Lieut. Alden 
of the Vincennes reported it to Capt. Wilkes, and on 
the same day high land was plainly seen by all the 
crew of the Peacock. The ships then were practically 
on the Antarctic Circle. 

On Feb. 2, high land of bold formation, bordered by 
the ice barrier, was visible to those aboard the Vin- 
cennes and the Porpoise. Five days later the weat- 
erly trend of the land as previously seen was con- 
firmed by a well-defined outline of high land rising 
above the perpendicular ice barrier. Two days later 
the land was reported as indistinct. On the morning 
of Feb. 12 land was reported again, and as trending 
nearly east and west. 

“The solid barrier prevented our further progress,” 
wrote Wilkes. “Land was now distinctly seen from 18 
to 20 miles distant, bearing from S. S. E. to S. W., a 
lofty mountain range covered with snow, though show- 
ing many ridges and indentations.” 

Two days later he wrote: “The 14th was remark- 
ably clear and the land very distinct. By measure- 
ment we made the extent of coast of the Antarctic 
continent then in sight 75 miles, and by approximation 
measurement 3000 feet high.” 

Wilkes and his brave command continued to sail 
along the edge of the frozen new continent unfil Feb. 
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21, 1840, when he started back to Sydney, fo-datertad 
the port on March 11. There, learning of the pros- 
pective arrival of a British expedition, under Sir 
James Clark Ross, discoverer of the magnetic north 
pole, he sent to Ross a copy of the chart which had 
been prepared by the American expedition as it passed 
along the ice barrier. 

Unfortunately, Capt. Wilkes indicated 
“jand” a region of specified latitude and longitude 
which should have been marked “probable land,” the 
notation undoubtedly being based on the discovery 
of Lieut. Ringgold, on Jan. 13, when, in his own 
words, “he thought he could discern to the southeast 
something like distant mountains.” 

Ross, however, found no bottom at 600 fathoms over 
this charted land and was not slow nor unjustified in 
pointing out that he had sailed over a clear ocean 
where Wilkes had indicated land. There ensued a 
sharp controversy, which tended to discredit the re- 
sults of the expedition and the real discoveries which 
had been made. 

Ross omitted from a 


simply as 


south polar chart which he 
published later all reference to the discoveries of 
Capt. Wilkes. The foremost geographical publishers, 
however, at once incorporated his discoveries in their 
maps and applied the name “Wilkes Land” to an area 
extending over more than 60 degrees of longitude. 
The Royal Geographical Society acknowledged the 
accuracy of Capt. Wilkes’ discoveries and the value 
of his detailed narrative of,the expedition, and award- 
ed him its founders’ meda 

The expedition now entered n the remainder of 
its voyage, as laid down in the original orders. Men- 
tion should be made of trouble which occurred with 
natives of the Fiji Islands. Thefts by the natives 
caused Capt. Wilkes to destroy one of their villages 
and hold several of their chiefs as hostages. A few 
days later the natives attacked a boat's crew and killed 
two officers, besides wounding several sailors. There- 
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upon the Americans made a punitive attack upon them, a 
in which two towns were destroyed, plantations laid 
waste, about 60 savages killed and many more of 
them wounded. The expedition landed at New York 
on -June 10, 1842. 

The collections made by the expedition, and the 
books published as a result of it, were very important 
additions to the scientific knowledge of the world, and 
have even been called the “basis” of the National 
Museum at Washington. And it has been said of 
Wilkes’ early scientific labors that they contributed 
in no small degree to the establishment of the famous 
Naval Observatory. 

Reference already has been made to Capt. Wilkes’ 
part in the Mason and Slidell affair. Despite the 
action finally taken by his own Government, this af- 
fair raised Capt. Wilkes higher than ever in the esteem 
of the general public in the Union. Wilkes was now 
in his. sixty-third year, but continued to perform ardu- 
ous and efficient service during the Civil War, such 
as commanding a special squadron to maintain the 
blockade, which captured or destroyed many biockade 
runners. 

With the end of the war and his retirement from 
active service, Wilkes returned to his scientific pur- 
suits and on Feb. 8, 1877, he died at Washington.

of logs, caulked with mud, and was 
about 20 by 20 feet.

It is divided into 
two rooms by a longitudinal partition. 
The kitchen lean-to seen in the drawing is 
a comparatively modern addition. But 
the stone foundation and stone steps date 
from the original construction. 

In recent times the logs have been set- 
tling with such rapidity that within five 
years it was. necessary three times to trim 
the doors at the bottom, so that they 
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would swing free. The roof has been 
covered so often with tar paper that the 
layer is three inches thick. 

The tar roofing caught fire two years 
ago. After firemen pf out the blaze, 
Mrs. Scott asked them to tell her whether 
there was any danger that the ancient 
structure might collapse.

Angry protests from the British 
Government, which seemed to be 
on the point of recognizing the 
onfederate States of America 
‘nally caused the Federal Gov- 
rnment to release Slidell and Ma- 
son, but it declined to apologize 
for the incident. However, a joint 
resolution conveving to Capt 

. Wilkes the thanks of Congress 
for his “brave, adroit and patriotic 
onduct in the arrest and detention 
of the traitors, James M. Mason 
and John Slidell,” after passing 
the House of Representatives andl 
being favorably reported by the 
Naval Committee of the Senate, 
was tabled indefinitely. 


This American member or that 
small, intrepid group who have 
made an immortal name for them- 
selves by the discovery of conti- 
nents, was born in New York City 
on April 3, 1798, entered the Unit- 
ed States navy as a Midshipman 
when 19 years old and became a 
lAeutenant in 1826. He showed 
special aptness in the department 
of charts and 
ments. 

The Antarctic expedition was 


authorized by the act of Cohgress of May 18, 1836, 
which appropriated $300,000 “for the purpose of ex- 
ploring and surveying in the Great Southern Ocean 
in the important interests of our commerce embarked 
in the whale fisheries and other adventures in that 
ocean, as well as to determine the existence of all 
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Antarclic scene, as sketched by Captain Wilkes himself 


doubtful islands and shoals, and 
to discover and accurately fix the 
position of those whieh lie in or 
near the ‘track pursued by our 
merchant vessels in that quarter.” 


It was the first expedition of the 
kind undertaken by the United 
States Government, and grew out 
of the vast American capital em- 
ploved in whaling and allied in- 
dustries. 

Wil'es, still a Lieutenant, was 
put in command of the expedition 
and of the squadron assembled for 
the voyage. It consisted of the 
sloops of war Vincennes and Pea- 
cock, the store ship Relief, the 
brig Porpoise and the tenders Sea 
Gull and Flying Fish. Under 
command of Wilkes were several 
Lievtenants who afterward dis- 
tinguished themselves, and five of 
them became Rear Admirals. 

More than two years was used 
in getting ready, after Congress 
had made its appropriation, and 
the squadron sailed from Norfolk, 
Va., on Aug. 13, 1838. None of the 
vessels had steam power, none was 
fitted with appliances for protec- 
tion in navigating waters where quantities of ice 
were present. The squadron was a makeshift 
and illsuited for so long and dangerous a voy- 
age, which was to include Rio de Janeiro, Ter- 
ra del Fuego, the Antarctic Ocean southward of 
Powell's group to the furthermost point reached by

United States Navy, at Arlington, Va. 
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Capt. James Cook in 1774, then a swing northward to 
Valparaiso, then the Fiji Islands, another dash to the 
Antarctic regions south of Van Dieman’s Land, thence 
to the Sandwich Islands, San.Francisco, Singapore and 
home by way of the Cape of Good Hope. 

Magallanica Terra Australis Incognita was the for- 
midable name given to the most southern portion of 
the globe upon seventeenth century maps, and they 
represented solid land as not only filling up the en- 
tire Antarctic Circle, but also as extending consid- 
erably beyond the sixtieth parallel, or some 500. miles 
beyond the circle. But Capt. Gook, who was the first 
man to push into the Antarctic regions, in the year 
1774 penetrated the Antarctic Circle in four widely 
separated places and nearly penetrated it at a fifth 
point. 

Capt. Cook did not see any land, only a desolate 
waste of ice-strewn water, mostly a pack of enormous 
floes, with breaks or channels caused by the wind. 
Hence many geographers concluded that the south 
polar regions were simply a vast expanse of ice-cov- 
ered seas. So the matter rested until 1821, when 
Capt. Palmer, a sealer from Connecticut, was discov- 
érer of the first land within the Antarctic Circle, sight- 
ing a locality which still bears his name. 

Wilkes sailed for the Antarctic regions on Feb. 
1839, from a bay near Cape Horn. The expedition 
spent 36 days trying to visit Palmer Land, which 
was only sighted. A second attempt was made from 
Sydney, New South Wales, from which departure was 
made on Dec. 21, 1839. Three weeks later the little 
squadron encountered a compact barrier of field ice, 
dotted with numerous large bergs. From this time 
onward the ships were often in imminent danger ow- 
ing to continuous ice, impenetrable fog, bad weather 
and occasional embayment of the vessels in the ice 
pack, 

A thrilling escape from destruction was that of the 
Peacock, which collided with a heavy iceberg and re- 
ceived serious injuries, but cleared the berg just in 
time to escape being crushed by an overhanging por-. 
tion of the ice which had been jarred loose from the 
main body and now crashed downwards. 

Heavy gales and the bad sanitary condition of the 
Vincennes caused the medical officers of that vessel 
to make a special report to Wilkes that continued 
exposure would so weaken the crew by sickness as to 
jeopardize the ship and the lives of all on board. 
Somewhat similar conditions prevailed on the other 
vessels of the squadron. 

But Wilkes, on Jan. 19, 1840, had sighted land. 

Exulting that at last an ancient geographical mys- 

tery would receive some light, Wilkes disregarded the 
doctors’ warning and followed the coast line eastward, 
keeping his squadron as near land as the ice barrier 
and other conditions would permit. , 
- “The land,” says an authoritative biographer, ‘‘was 
a series of lofty mountain ranges, oftem snow-capped, 
frequently broken by indentations, and, worst of all, 
shut out from immediate approach by an almost con- 
tinuous ice barrier, which in its extent, height and ap- 
pearance struck every beholder with admiration not 
unmixed witk apprehension. 

“This barrier rose perpendicularly from the deep 
sea to a height verying from 100 to 200 feet above the 
level of the water, which gave no bottom in soundings 
ranging from 1560 to 230 fathoms, Despite this great

‘““We-uns make baskits and cheers only when hit's 
rainin,’” remarked Will Wallace Jr., oldest son of 
Florence Wallace and the murdered man, while oiling 
up his horse-and-a-half power gasoline engine. I had 
accepted his invitation to drive over ‘to whar I live, 
mammy an’ me, and see how we'uns cut splits for 
baskits, make rounds for cheers, and watch the 
runnin’ lay in operation.” 

It was Sunday, and I found all the Wallaces at the 
comfortable home of Granny Wallace, where they set 
“the phoneygraft to talkin’”’ before I had an oppor- 
tunity to accept the kindly offer to ‘take a cheer and 
rest a spell,” and while Granny was making an effort 
to tell me all about*the ‘“killin’”’ of her son Wilt. 
The Wallaces—three ‘“‘ginnyrations” of them—were the 
largest family I had met at one time. They twitted 
Bob Wallace because he was a “bachleer.”” But why 
was he a bachelor? 

“He hain’t married‘ ‘cause he cain't find nobody 
hit’ll hitch up with him,” remarked one Wallace, 
cracking a joke at the expense Of the brother “that 
hain’t got no companion.’

Following the armistice, the university authorities 
not being so incredulous as the Senate, decided the 
war was over, and the building was completed, but 
the formal opening waits on formal peace. 

In it are objects designed to preserve, in this coun 
try, examples of German art, architecture and handi- 
craft at different periods of that country’s history. 

‘The building consists of two wings of unequal 
length, placed at right angles. The total dimensions 
are 130x200 feet. The space between the wings is 
occupied by an uncovered court in which are placed 
sLrubs, statuary and fountains, including the replica 
of the famous Brunswick Lion and a pedestal, pre 
sented by the ex-Kaiser. The whole is connected 
with the museum proper by cloister-like arches. 
running along Kirkland street and Frisbie place at 
the rear. : 

It is admirably” located, opposite Randal! Hali 
on one corner and Memorial Hall on another. The 
interior is divided into three 
great halls, each devoted to a 
period of Germanic art. 


Romanesque Hall is 70 feet long, 
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ag eS Main entrance of the Harvard Germanic 
Museum, facing Memorial Hall, 


with a vaulted celing. It contains a cast of the Golden 
Gate of Freiburg Cathedral, which will be the entrance 
to Gothic Hall, this latter planned to represent the 
crossing and choir of a church. The effect is heightened 
by placing a cast of the rood screen of Naumbursg 
Cathedral in a position to correspond with the 
original. In the choir thus formed will be placed 
casts of the twelve other Naumburg sculptures, the 
splendid portrait statues of the princely founders and 
in appropriate positions other Gothic sculptures. 

At right angles to these two halls is Renaissance 
Hall, larger than either of the two others, or 70x50 
feet. It has a flat ceiling, supported by three columns. 
dividing the hall into two parts, almost equal in size 
In the middle will be grouped the larger Renaissance 
and modern monuments, and in side aisles the smaller 
ones. j 

In the center of the museum proper is an octagonzel 
cupola set on a cube with clock faces; then a biggér 
cube is connected with the upper one by ornamental! 
iron work. There are imperial cagles at the corner« 

of this latter block. On the apse is red tiled roofing. 
while over the arched traffsept is a pediment whereo 
Tritons in low relief and a Minerva in high relief 
are set. 

On the Divinity avenue side is a square heade’t 
doorway over which is a panel guarded by ornamental 
lions. On this side also, set into fhe wall of the 
main entrance portico, which has its entrance on the 
side facing Memorial Hall, is a fountain niche. Above 
the gable on the west end is a picturesque centaur, and 
over a window just below here is a head of Wotan 
On either corner beneath are ornamental vases’ of 
limestone, carved with Silenus heads.- The lowe 
story is flush with the street on this side. Over each 
window is a grotesque demon’s head. ° 

Above the four windows on the south side of the 
transept are mythological heads, breaking a certain 
Lardness of outline. There is a massive weathervane. 
and some delicate flying tendrils. that break the 
severe lines of the tower, and several other creation» 
of wrought iron by Frank Koralewsky, a noted artist 
in hand wrought work, of Boston, and a native of 
Stralsund, Germany. 

At this writing nothing can be said of the interior 
decorations, beyond the general plan, as, during the 
war, and since, the building has been kept securely 
locked and guarded against strangers. A vast num 
ber of the art objects, given by various Germans of 
high position, as well as the German Government and 
Governments of the various states, have never vee) 
unpacked and are still in storage, in their origina! 
cases. There are several hundred objects, including 
a model of the 75-foot Nydean boat dug out of a 
bog in 1863; a cast of the thirteenth century statue 
from Bumburg Cathedral; a cast of Hugh Lederer’s 
monumental ‘Fighting Man,’ given by the sculptor 
himself, the original of which stands in the Univere 
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Replica ot the 
famous Bruns- 
wick Lion.

A detective story a la Japonais 
— Being the true and de- 
tailed account of how the 
clever Nipponese sleuths un-

N THE evening of the Emper- 
or’s birthday the Ambassadors 
of the far nations were bid- 
den to the garden of the For- 
eign Minister at Kasumigasek}. 
It was a grateful autumnal eve- 
ning, the last of October. In 
the boxes along the inclosing wall of the 
garden the artificial cherry trees lifted their 
»lumes of delicious blossoms. A tiny trickle 
of water rose up and splashed down in the 
ountain. The intriguing moon slanted a 

ry smile upon the diplomatists who came 
/ogether there in Tokio to weigh their com- 
»liments and measure their civilities. 

The functionaries took their places. A 
ainkle of music rose from an arbor. The 


for this coming together of serious men who 
play so softly the hard game of the armed 
nations. 

A bomb exploded close to the garden wal! 
with a thunderous report and a volcanic 
burst of fire and stone. The imperturbable 
diplomatists shrank and ran (for. safety. 
Silence fell on the deserted garden. The 
groans of the bleeding rose @ the moon- 
light. Men came and bore the wounded off 
to hospitals. Detectives came hurrying 
from the stations. 

Someone had tried to blow up the pleni- 
potentiaries of the Western World, as they 
sat in the garden close at Kasumigaseki, to 
honor the birthday of the Mikado. 

Here was a crime with international rami- 
fications. True, none of the representatives 
of the great or lesser Powers had been killed. 
Fortunately they had not been sitting near 
the wall, under the odorous sprays of cherry. 
Only a few waiters and musicians had come 
to grief through the explosion, and all of 
them merely wounded. Yet the thing must 
be answered for. Who was 
it that sought to kill Eu- 
ropean and American dip- 
lomats at a Japanese offi- 
cial function, obviously 
with the intent to embroil 
Nippon with the West or 
to strain relations already 
none too pleasant, what- 
ever the surface? 

The dinner of she For- 
eign Minister went off 
with nervous malaise. The 
word that no one had been 
killed was palliating rath- 
er than comforting. At an 
early hour the legates 
took themselves away from 
this heavy-hearted place. 

All night the detectives 
closely guarded the spot, 
. letting no man come with- 
in a square of it. The first 
light of morning disclosed 
much and little. 
stood the stone and brick 
wall of the Foreign Office . 
inclosure, with its plumes of artificial cherry float- 
ing over it with wanton heads. At one end near the 
gate, a great gap had been torn through the solid 
masonry, and the blood of the wounded lay on the 
fading grass. Little to see; almost nothing to dis- 
cover. 

The clever and thorough Nipponese detectives went 
over the whole region with infinite care. They found 
nothing that seemed to promise revelations, save some 
scraps of the Osaka Asahi, the largest newspaper in 
Japan, and a scrap of dark blue cotton cloth, measur- 
ing an inch by half an inch. To this was attached a 
bit of white string about two inches long.

One of their number thought of the 
little scrap of blue cotton cloth. It was 
nothing, a mere trifle of scorched stuff. 

There must be millions of yards of such. 
material in the world. How could one hope 
to trace a crime through such a thing? Nev- 
ertheless, the inch of blue cloth was taken to 
a chemist, who went to work on it. 

At the end of a week the chemist reported 
that the inch of blue cloth had been made 
of American raw material. Well and good. 

' But a very large portion of all the world’s 
cotton comes from America. Where could 
such a report lead? The detectives found 
the hint valuable, however. ‘They resorted 
next to a dealer in such cotton goods, who 
confirmed the opinion of the chemist. Yes, 
the inch of eloth was made of American cot- 
ton.

Mr. Krupenski, however, had two servants who are 
of interest. The first is his personal valet, a Chi- 
nese by name Meh-Chian-Chuan. The second is an 
aged Japanese gardener who keeps the gate of the 
embassy and lives in a little lodge beside the entrance. 
His name is Sankichi Shibuya. This. man is about 65, 
feeble, poor and humble. For many years he tended 
the oleanders and chrysanthemums in the embassy 
gardens, trimmed the hedges in the fall and pruned the 
delicate trees when it was spring affd the sap began 
the flood upward to open out the morning-tinted petals 
of the cherryblooms. For many years he delved in the. 
earth for fungi or cut the flowery branchés of the 
prunus for his master’s table. But age had come upon 
him, and they had set him to guarding the gate. All 
day he sat in his little lodge, with its crazy peaked 
roof, watching the callers come and go, opening the 
gates and bowing over his occasional tips.

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St. Louis writer cuts loose from railroad 
and trolley and visits among “the 
purest Anglo-Saxon blood in the 
country,” returning with narrative 
of quaint life—Story of a feud fam- 
ily, and how one of the boys became 
a teetotaler -0- -O- -O-

CANNOT describe the mountaineer to you, 
but I can illustrate him,’ remarked the 
Governor of Kentucky during a recent visit 
to St. Louis. In this brief series of articles 
I, likewise, may prove unable to describe 
the mountaineer; but I shall attempt to 
give an idea of him as I saw him in the 

Cumberland Mountains of East and Middle Tennessee, 

the Great Smokey, the Blue Ridge—a name which sin- 

gularly fits this beautiful and fascinating range—and 
the mountains of Kentucky, where the Dick River 
meets the Kentucky River, and the palisades are love- 
lier and grander than the famous bluffs of the Hudson. 

There are at least two types of the men who are 
born and live their whole lives in the mountains, aft- 
er the manner of their forefathers. In one type the 
men are tall and rawboned, with boylike symmetrical 
legs, evolved for the climbing of steep acclivities. Most 
of these men are al! muscle, without an ounce ofAat, 
for they are trained down by climbing where only a 
man can climb, and where the pack mule is unknown. 
But now and then you will run across a cousin to Fatty 
Arbuckle in the “settlemints’”—a man too stout and 
lazy to climb the nearest ridge, or descend to a spring 
of ice-cold water in a “holler,” although he is the di- 
rect descendant of mountaineers and has lived all his 
life in a mountain ‘“settlemint.’’ Such a one I dis- 
covered in a county-seat town, a village of 200 people 
hidden in the heart of a “mounting.” He was a 
lawyer. 

The other type of mountaineer is not so tall or raw- 
boned. He wears a coarse, wiry, stubby beard that 
covers his face until you see nothing but a mass of 
unkempt beard, hair and shagey eyebrows, from which 
brown eyes look out with direct frankness—eyes which 
have never known the meaning of fear. 

The first type is characterized by high cheek bones 
and by a yellow-brown complexion which looks as if 
a coat had been added every year unti! the tan is an 
inch deep; it seems as if it could never wear off or 
grow pale. Add clean-shaven cheeks and chin. brown 
hair and eyes, bulldog jaws firmly set, and lips 
clenched with an air of having no words to waste— 
and you have something of a picture of the taller spe- 
cies of mountaineer. 

Both kinds of mountaineers retain the quaint Scotch 
accent; and, above all, both are deeply) religious, in 
spite of moonshine stills, feuds and bloodshed. They 
grow toothless and old and wrinkled long before the 
allotted three-score-and-ten, for the

even the tallow candle is unknown, and where the 
primeval pine knot still flourishes. | 

“You will find young people starting in life after 
the manner of their great-grandfathers and mothers. 
marrying and ‘settin’ up housekeepin’’ in a one-room 
log cabin built with their own hands, with a chimney 
of stones and mud. You will sit in a home-made 
‘cheer,’ or chair; sleep in a home-made bed, and eat 
your meals from home-made bowls with wooden spoons 
hollowed from the native pine of the forest. You 
will find the flintlock rifle still the favorite com- 
panion of man, and hanging, when not in use, on 
hooks in a prominent place above the great stone fire- 
place.” 

I was told the same things when I reached the foot 
of the mountains, and I did in fact find the moun- 
taineer as quaint and interesting as his home is pic- 
turesque. But in regard to the assertion concerning 
“the purest Anglo-Saxon,’ one begins to wonder when 
on hears the mountaineers saying ‘‘thar’’ and “whar’”’ 
and “h’ar,”” broadly spoken, instead of “there,” 
‘where’ and “here.’’ For it is truth and not fiction 
that the mountaineer speaks in this way. He says 
“hit’ instead of “it;:’’ “tuck” instead of “too,” and 
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“we-uns’ and “you-uns,”’ but not the “‘you-all” of the 
Missourian or Southerner. 

You will hear quaint expressions such as: ‘Yah, 
hits mighty purty seeneries up in the mountings,” and 
“You hev to go a right smart piece ‘fore you git to 
the top of the mounting. You could git thar quicker 
if ye tuck the trail, but I reckon I'd keep right on up 
the pike; hit hain’t so hard climbin’ er rough.” 

In addition, it was a teacher in a mountain school 
who assured me thus: “You may spend weeks and 
months with them, but you will come away knowing 
very little about the mountain folk. They are non- 
commital, reserved, taciturn, strangely silent, and not 
given to exchanging confidences. The mountaineer is 
suspicious of the ‘furriner,’ and will turn a cold stare 
upon you until you are uncomfortable in his presence. 
Above all, he is imbued with a deep sense of religion, 
and enjoys nothing more than a religious ‘argymint,’ 
or debate.”’ 

Reserved I found the mountaineer; taciturn to a 
marked degree; but as to exchanging confidences with 
the “furriner’’—it all depends on the “furriner.”’ First 
of all, with the aid of red-striped candy and chewing 
gum, I won the smiles and hearts of the silent, almost 
wordless kiddies of the mountains—those barefooted, 
towheaded children, with snappy brown eyes. In re- 
turn, although they refused to obey their “mammy’ 
and say “thankey,” they made me understand they 
were glad I had “dropped in to sit a spell,’’ and wished 
I would return. 

From this it was only.a step to the hearts of ‘gran- 
oy,” “mammy’”’ and “pappy.” Soon they were telling 
me how they live and spend the long days in the 
‘mountings.’ Nine out of ten do not own 80 much as 
a kitchen garden, or a potato patch in which a hoe 
might aid in passing away the endless hours. When 
you have won the confidence of the mountaineer, he 
becomes your pal as well as vour friend. 

“IT wisht you'd come to the mountings huntin’ time,” 
remarked a toothless mountaineer, a quid of tobacco 
secreted between jaw and cheek, “then I'd shore 
showed you a good time. I'd a-tuck you over the 
mounting a-huntin’. But you've come a purty time o’ 
year, when the mountings is green, an’ the wild flow- 
ers looks all dressed up fer comp’ny.”’ 

A toothless woman, old in looks but not in years, 
who said she had so many children she didn’t know the 
number without ‘“countin’ ‘em,’ told me in the most 
childlike manner how, when she was a girl of 16, a 
civil engineer wooed her, taught her to love him and 
deserted her in her hour of trouble. A mountaineer, 
a “‘widerer,’’ invited me to be his guest, saying: 

“I hain‘t got no pardner—she’s dead; but I hev a 
little gurl and three boys. We-uns shore will make 
you jest as comfortable as possible, though we hain’t 
got no fixin’s an’ things that purty up a home. My 
little gurl cain’t look after a house like a womun, but 
She does the best she can by her pappy and little 
brothers.” 

He rolled a quid of tolacco from one cheek to the 
other before he turned and squirted a mouthful of 
juice upon the ground. It seemed to me that every 
man in the South chewed tobacco, from Kentucky to 
Key West: the well-dressed, educated business man 
as well as the laborer, negro and beggar, though the 

business man did his expectoration on 


mountaineer has not vet learned to live 
in a way that would conserve his 
youth. He is conspicuously a man of 
honor—and also a man of clean mind. 


“They are the most innocent men ! 
ever met,” declared a nurse who has 
grown white-haired in her profession, 
and who. for a number of years, has 
had charge of a hospital in a mountain 
school. “They remind me of children 
who have not learned the meaning of

lization. You will find folk who still 
live in the primitive style of peasants 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies.

The words quoted above would have been mean- 
ingless gibberish to-the citizens of St. Louis in 1804, 
the year in which the present log shanty at 314 
Cedar street was, according to a deed filed ‘at St. 
Charles, conveyed by the original owner, Marie 
Berger, widow of Joseph Tayon or Taillon, to Fran- 
cis Tayon, or Taillon, in exchange for other property. 
This is the earliest record of the house, which 
consequently was in existence in 1804, if not earlier. 
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So that it is at least 116 years old. It was possibly 
standing when William Henry Harrison, Governor 
of the Northwest Territory, with headquarters at 
“Old Vincennes,” wrete to friends in St. Louis dur- 
ing 1803 that the “Consul Beunaparte’’—to adopt the 
General’s quaint spelling—had sold Louisiana Terri- 
tory to the United States. 

It was certainly in existence on that historic day 
of March, 1804, when the last Spanish Governor of 
“San Luis,’’ Don Carlos de Hault de Lassus, hauled 
down his flag and sailed away on the Mississippi 
to the South. 
a town, on June 18, 1808, the “Saugrain house,” as 
it was called, was at least four years old. Yet it is 
still inhabited, the present tenant being a Mrs. M. 
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In 1804, when Capt. Stoddard arrived to raise the 
American flag, he found St. Louis to be a settlement 
of about 1000. East of Barn street, now Third 
street, the population was largely French. West 
of that boundary, and spreading out over the 
present area of the city, was a numerous settlement 
of American pioneers. In Carondelet were between 
40 and 50 families, mostly French Canadian. St 
Ferdinand, which is now Florissant in St. Louis 
County, was so considerable a community that it 
was proposed as a rival of St. Louis for the seat 
of justice.
